WASHINGTON, April 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The die is cast. This na- 
tion is already for war. Hostélities are 
expected to break out next week. The 
President is prepared. So is Congress. 
The friction between the executive and 
the legislative branches of the govern- 
ment has almost disappeared. By next 
Monday there will be complete unanim- 
ity unless some blatherskite or dema- 
gogue breaks loose, though there will 
be little, if any danger of that. Every- 
body now understands that the Pres- 
ident is in earnest; that he means busi- 
ness. 
powers was conclusive proof of that. 
No one needs any more. 

The President is prepared to receive 
instructions from Congress next week. 
He expects a declaration of war, and 
to be directed to execute the hostile 
proclamation. The Committees on For- 
eign Affairs of the House and Senate 
are practically agreed on the character 
of their report to their respective 
houses. Their resolutions will embody 
the President’s ideas. They will not 
declare for the recognition of Cuban in- 
dependence, but will direct the Execu- 
tive to intervene and employ the land 
and sea forces of the nation to drive 
Spain from the island. ! 

A compromise has been reached be- 
tween the Foraker and Frye _resolu- 
tions. Parts of each will be used. For- 
aker’s independence clause will be 
omitted. The clause in Frye’s giving 
the President discretionary power to 
begin hostilities will also be dropped. 
The resolutions reported will contain 
no equivocations. They will direct the 
Executive to bring an end to the Cuban 


war With our military and navy forces. 


The ‘ President Knows this. He has 
agreed to it. He is ready for it, and 
has been. He says so in his answer to 
the European powers. The President 
has not been forced to this position. He 
has been approaching it gradualiv and 
at his own leisure. Congress has tried 
to hurry him, but he would not be hur- 
ried. He has made that body wait 
until he was ready. He his tricd to 
maintain peace with honor to the na- 
tion, and has exhausted every resource 
at his command. 

He has done what many another 
man in his place could not have ac- 
complished. He has held the greatest 
deliberative body in the land in check 
for weeks; he has net permitted their 
clamor for hasty and injudicious action 
to upset him, he has stood immovable 
in the torrent of unfriendly criticism; 
he has not heeded the cries of jinzoes,; 
he has braved the vicious abuse of 
demagogues. The President has not 
swerved from the policy he originally 
outlined for himself to employ all hon- 
orable means to avert war,and when 
they became exhausted, to meet the 
inevitable with courage and resigna- 
tion. 

This nation has said its last word 
for peace. Word comes from Madrid 
that the government has_ spoken. 
Neither will concede anything: neither 
will recede ffém position. There is 
nothing more to expect from Spain. 
This nation has nothing more to say: 
no other suggestion for peace. There js 
nothing to expect but war. Gen. Wood- 
ford is prepared to leave the Madrid 
court. Gen. Lee will leave Havana to- 
morrow and.will come to Washington 
tomorrow. When he leaves the island 
his departure wiil mark the beginning 
of the end. |

Dispatch.] The Worlds’ Washington 
special says: 
“The high privilege of seeing the 


President’s message has been accorded 
to only. four persons outside. the Cabi- 
net, all leading men in the national 
government, and it is most Significant 
that each of these four men now ex- 
presses his personal belief that war is 
inevitable. Having seen what the 
President will communicate to (Con- 
gress, they declare that no other re- 
sult is possible. 


“The opening part of the message is 
devoted to a terse review of the whole 
Cuban insurrection. It is shown that 
it directly concerns the people of the 
United States, and their interests in 
the island and on the high seas. The 
patience of our people; what they have 
done and what thy ha e fore! orne to 
do ts pointed out. 


“The President then recites specific 
acts showing the crigin and spread of 
anarchy in the island. He refers in 
detail to the devastation of fertile 
plantations; he points out the starva- 
tion of an innocent and inoffensive peo- 
ple as the result of this anarchy which 
the Spanish government has never 
been able to quell, and in which 
recently Spanish officers have partici- 
pated. This theme of existing anarchy, 
in fact, runs through all the message. 
The President points out justification 
for intervention by the United States. 
In his opinion, plainly and explicitly 
expressed, this interference should take 
the form of forcible intervention, so 
that the anarchy and lawlessness now 
existing shaH-have-an-immediate end. 

“There are two counts in the. indict- 
ment drawn by the President, both 
due to Spain’s complete failure to 
maintain law and. order. The first 
count is the menace to the commerce 
of the world and particularly to that 
part Which is supported by the Unitea 
States and protected by its flag. The

LIABILITY ON CUBAN BONDS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Steer- 
ing Committee appointed by the con- 
ference of the House Republicans last 
Wednesday to canvass the situation to 
see how many Republicans would 
stand by them if the occasion arose 
for immediate action, and in a general 
way decide on a course of procedure, 
held another meeting this afternoon. 
the reports presented, it was 
claimed that more than 100 Repub- 
licans will act with them. The main 
question before the committee was as 
to whether they should stand for in- 
dependence and intervention or for in- 
tervention without independence. The 
feeling in the committee has been 
strongly in favor of the recognition of 
the Cuban republic, but the members 


do not. desire to break’ with 
the administration, only as a 
last resort. Meantime some of 
them are much exercised over the 


legal phases of the effect of interven- 
tion without independence. A fear was 
expressed among the members that in- 
tervention by the United States might 
bind the United States for the $400,000,- 
000 of Spanish Cuban bonds issued 
against the revenues of the island. Mr. 
Tawney of Minnesota stated before the 
committee that some writers of inter- 
national law maintained that in case of 
the acquirement of territory by con- 
quest, all the local obligations of that 
particular territory are assumed, and it 
was argued that if the United States 
intervene with the ultimate intention 
of turning over the island to the 
Cubans, the United States would prac- 
tically have acquired the island by 
conquest, and then conferred it as a 
gift upon the Cubans. 

In this view of the case, the United 
States might be liable for the 
bonds. The sentiment of the committee 
is against the United States assuming 
such possible liability. Others, like Mr. 
Hopkins of Illinois do not think Mr. 
Tawney’s contention’ tenable. He 
argues that the bonds were issued by 
Spain and the revenues of Cuba pledged 
as security. If Spain loses Cuba as a 
result of war, the security of the bond- 
holder is simply gone; Spain's liability 
remaining. But the committee lacked 
light on the subject. The international 
authorities will be looked up by mem- 
bers of the committee tonight and at- 
tempts will be made to ascertain ex- 
actly in what way the bonds are a lien 
on the Cuban revenues. 

Tomarrow the committee will meet 
again, and Senator Davis of Minnesota, 
who is considered one of the author- 
ities on international law in this coun- 
try, will be asked to appear before 
them,

“In my opinion, a set of men who 
have maintained themselves as the 
Cuban insurgents have, in opposition to 
the entire Spanish arms, deServe our 


fullest indorsement,” said Senator Al- | 


len, adding that he would oppose any 
effort to curtail’ their rights. 

Senator Thurston said: “If we should 
intervene without recognizing the pres- 
ent government of Cuba, we should 
place the United States in a position of 
responsibility to all other powers and 
to the citizens of all other countries for 
any damage done them in case of war.” 

Senator Lodge of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations said today that he 
thought the committee would not re- 
port before Tuesday. He also expressed 
the opinion that the Senate would dis- 
pose of the resolution reported at one 
sitting. 

LATER:—Tonight the conservative 
Senators who are opposed to any recog- 
nition of the present Cuban govern- 
ment, claim, that a majority of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations will 
now support this position, contenting 
themselves with a general declaration 
for the freedom and independence of 
the island, coupled with a proposition 
for intervention in the present war be- 
tween Spain and Cuba. They count 
upon getting the votes of six of the 
eleven members of the committee, and 
say this number may still be increased.

DESPITE WAR SCARES, 


Receipts from Both Customs and In- 

ternal Revenue Constantly Im- 
proving—Gold Coinage to Be In- 
creased at Two Mints,

Dispatch.] In spite of the enormous ex- 


penditures from the $50,000,000 defense 


fund in the preparations for war made 
by the Army and Navy departments, 
the treasury is more than holding its 
own. 
has been at the rate of about $500,000 


a day, and today the reserve fund stood 


at $177,098,249, while ‘the cash balance 
was $224,860,696. Receipts from both 
customs and internal revenue are con- 
stantly improving. Of recent weeks, 
the stock of gold bullion has heen in- 
creased rapidly, there being now on 
hand $68,000,000. 

Orders have been sent to the mints 
at Philadelphia and San Francisco to 
increase the amount of gold coinage in 
order that there may be no large de- 
crease of gold coin in the évent of sud- 
den presentation of gold notes or legai- 
tenders for redemption.

WASHINGTON MISCELLANY. 


Discussion Generally Directed To- 
ward a Method of Procedure. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations had no 
regular meeting today, but members 
of the committee came together infor- 
mally and discussed the Cuban situa- 
tion. Wile there is the appearance of 
calmness everywhere at the Capitol, yet 
the gravity of the situation is realized, 
No one seems to doubt that war is in- 
evitable. Discussion now is largely di- 
rected toward the methods of procedure, 
and there aré even now theories ad- 
vanced as to how Cuba shall be gov- 
erned. These discussions relate to the 
form of declaration by Congress and the 
présent condition in Cuba, together with 
what the condition will be after Spain 
has been expelled, and are participated 
in by Senators who are charged with 
the responsibility of aetion. 

From those best informed it is learned 
that, in the opinion of leading Senators, 
whatever action is taken, forcible inter- 
vention by the United States will make 
this country responsible for the future 
government of the island, and that we 
must make it safe for life and property. 

The principal movement about the 
Senate at present is to find an expe- 
ditious method of doing whatever is to 
be done in the way of declaring the 
sense of the government as to the 
proper procedure in settling the Cuban 
question. There is a general feeling 
that much delay or long debate in Con- 
gress after the receipt of the President’s 
message would be undesirable from all 
points of view. Still, it is recognized 
that there is a sharp line of difference 
between the two elements in the Sen- 
ate, one of which contends for a decla- 
ration for the independence of the Cu- 
bans, sustained by armed intervention, 
and the other fer supporting the posi- 
tion of the President for intervention 
alone. There is determined effort to 
harmonize these elements, and some 
headway is being made on the lines 
of an assertion in general terms of the 
right of Cubans to their independence 
without recognizing the present govern- 
ment. The movers in this direction 
have received some encouragement, and 
claim to havé promise of votes for this 
compromise which they could not get 
for intervention alone, 

Meantime the Committee on Foreign 
Relations is going forward taking testi- 
mony to strengthen its reports in favor 
of its position favorable to intervention 
and the recognition of the present gov- 
ernment of Cuba, and apparently with 
no intention of changing its form of 
report or resolutions. The committee’s 
report, as now prepared, will deal with 


‘two questions, the Maine disaster and 


the condition of’ destitution in Cuba, 
taking the position that the Spanish 
policy of concentration of non-com- 
batants without supplying them with

FIRST AUTHENTIC STORY TOLD OF 
HOW IT WAS OBTAINED. 


Mr. Quesada’s Books Inspected—Real 
Status of Cuban Bonds and Gov- 
ernment Explained—Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee Then Adjourns 
Until Monday. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—The For- 
eign Affairs Committee of the House 
met at 11 o’clock this morning and con- 
tinued the hearing of Mr. Quesada, the 
representative of the Cuban republic 
in this city. President Palma of the 
Cuban junta was also. present. Mr. 
Quesada continued his statement as to 
the status of the government of the re- 
public. 

Some very interesting facts came out 
before the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the House today. The deputy treas- 
urer of the Cuban republic ‘appeared 
with his books and they were inspected 
by the committee. He explained that 
of the $10,000,000 bonds authorized only 
$122,000 had been actually disposed of. 
Some of these were in payment for pro- 
visions sent to Cuba. | 

For some of the bonds par had been 
obtained. These were taken mainly by 
the friends of Cuba. The lowest price 
at which any were sold was 25 cents 
on the dollar. A batch of $20,000 was 
sold for $5000 in a pressing emergency. 
One million of the bonds, he said were 
locked up in the safe of Belmont & Co. 
of New York, to be sold when the fixed 
price, 45 cents on the dollar, had been 
obtained. Three million of the re- 
mainder had been signed, but were 
locked up in the treasurer’s vaults. 

The deputy treasurer was asked if he 
knew the story of the publication of 
the De Lome letter and, without names, 
he told the first authentic story of how 
it was obtained. He explained that it 
was abstracted by a clerk in the post- 
office in Havana, who was in sympathy 
with the Cuban cause, and sent back 
to New York. There its importance was 
at once realized, and it was given out 
for publication, the action being justi- 
fied because it showed conclusively 
what the Cubans had always contended, 
that Spain was double-dealing. 

Mr. Quesada continued his statement 
about the status of the Cuban govern- 
ment. He went extensively into the au- 
thority exercised by the government 
over the eastern provinces, where, he 
said, all was comparatively peaceful. 
Industries were going on, war taxes 
were being collected and all the func- 
tions of the government were being dis- 
charged. With regard to the capability 
of self-government of the Cubans, he 
said that they were a much higher 
class of people than those who had suc- 
cessfully revolted from Spanish domi- 
nation in South America. 

The children of the better and more 
wealthy classes had been educated in 
the United States or abroad. They had 
imbibed the spirit of self-government. 
The lower classes were laboring people; 
peacefully disposed, as evidenced by the 
fact that they were regarded as desir- 
able workmen at Key West and New 
York and wherever they had gone. He 
said the people of Cuba were all most 
kindly _disposed toward the United 
States, looking upon this country as 
a big brother, but they wanted inde- 
pendence and thought the struggle for. 
freedom 
should be given a status among the na- 
tions of the earth. 

When the hearing concluded, Mr. 
Newlands moved an adjournment until 
Monday at 11 o'clock, which was car- 
ried. The committee has’ no regular 
day of meeting now, and is subject 
to the call of the chairman. In_ order 
to be in a position to act, the friends 
of independence and action took the 
precaution of adjourning until Monday 
so that they could act on that day, if 
the message was not to come in, and 
not to depend upon a call from the 
chuirman. This is regarded as ex- 
tremely significant, as showing the 
temper of the committee against 
further delay. 

There jis no doubt, however, that 
these foreign influences will be strongly 
urged at Madrid toward securing fur- 
ther concession, though the foreign rep- 
resentatives begin to doubt seriously 
Whether Spain is in a position to con- 

cede anv more. One of the best-ijn- 
peat diplomats tersely summed up 
the situation today thus: “Spain has 
placed her back against the wall, de- 
termined to yield no more. Even the 
heroic efforts of the Queen Regent for 
peace by granting extreme concessions, 
seems to be overruled, and the radical] 
element is in control.”’ 

In connection with the action of the 
powers, much interest is shown in the 
individual action of the several gov- 
ernments which signed the joint note. 
There is little doubt that the British 
Ambassador, reflecting the views of his 
government, served as a repressive in- 
fluence in Keeping the note down to a 
mild and polite expression for peace. 
It seems equally apparent that, had the

At the 
time the note was received the Spanish 

Cabinet was in session considering the 
question. of an armistice. 

It is said that one portion of the note 
was regarded as imperative. The let- 
ter was unofficia!, and addressed per- 
sonally to Sefior Gullon. The Spanish 
Cabinet, according to these advices to 
diplomats, believed that it was to be 
construed as none the less official, and 
to some extent an ultimatum. 

Mr. Wocdford subsequentiy withdrew 
the note, stating that at the time it 
was written he was not aware that 
President McKinley's message had 
been deferred. Personal feeling was 
engendered by the note, liowever,. and 
is asserted to have continued notwith- 
standing its w'thdrawal. 

The Sranish Minister has received 
no orders of anv kind as to his wvith- 
drawal from Washington. and this to 
some extent indicates that Madrid has 
not vet anticinated a hreak between 
the two countries. In the event of a 
break, however, little delay would-be 
necessary in making the arrangements 
forthe withdrawal of the Spanish Min- 
ister and his staff.

WELL NIGH IRRECONCILABLE. 


“Spain’s Back Against the Wall. 
Will YVield No More.” 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Span- 
ish-American situation is regarded to- 
day as even more grave than at any 
time heretofore. The hopeful views of 
peace heretofore entertained have given 
away to the conviction that the issue 
between the United States and Spain 


has become well nigh irreconcilable. 
The preparation for all eventualities 
is proceding steadily. One _ signifi- 


cant evidence in this direction de- 
veloped today when it was learned that 
the United States Consul at Porto Rico 
was about to leave his post. 

It is expected that Gen. Lee wil take 
the boat from Havana tomorrow noon. 
Whether he will leave the vice-Consul 
or his subordinate temporarily in 
charge is not made known. Considera- 
ble depends upon this, as his retire- 
ment with his entire staff would mean 
the complete termination of all official 
communication between the United 
States and the island. 

The determination to have the United 
States Consul at Porto Rico leave, in- 
dicates that the government is not 
alone turning its attention to Cuba, 
but to Spain’s other colonies of the 
West Indies. There is no _ insurrec- 
tion in Porto Rico known here, nor 
has the future of that island figured 


prominently of late, but its future 
naturally, to a large extent, would 
follow that of Cuba. The probability 


that the Spanish torpedo fleet will 
rendezvous at Porto Rico may have 
contributed to the determination to 
withdraw the United States Consul 
there. 

Inquiry at the foreign embassies and 
legations today made it plain that the 
action of the great powers yesterday 
in presenting a joint note to Presi- 
dent McKinley urging peace consti- 
tuted all that these powers will do. 


There is no present purpose to take 


further action or to follow up this 
guarded and diplomatic utterance with 
any suggestion of mediation or inter- 
vention. 

This was the view taken by the ad- 
ministration yesterday, and today this 
is fully borne out by the attitude of 
the foreign representatives who are 
in close touch with their foreign of- 
fices. It is important at the present 
juncture, in that it practically elimi- 
nates the influence of the powers at 
Washington bevond a sentimental ex- 
pression towagd peace. 


CAN HAVE IT ALL. 


George Gould’s Yacht and Property 
at the Government’s Disposal, 
[ASSOCTATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

KANSAS CITY, April 8.—‘‘My yacht 
Atalanta and everything I have will 
be at the disposal of the government 
in case of war,”’ said George Gould of 
New York. to a reporter today at the 
Union Depot. He was en route east 
from Colorado, and had stopped off 
here between trains. 

“And what can the government ex- 
pect from the moneyed men of New 
York in the event of war?’ he was 
asked. 

“Whatever help, and as much as fit 
needs,’ replied Mr. Gould. 

A POSSIBLE REVOLT.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The steer- 
ing committee of the Republican House 
conference, appointed last Wednesday 
to canvass the situation and ascertaia 
how many Republieans’ will, if the 
President’s message does not go to Con- 
gress next Menday, join with the Demo- 
crats to secure action upon a resolu- 
tion declaring for independence and 
armed intervention, will meet ait the 
Capitol at 2 o'clock. Mr. Lorimer of 
Illinois, cne of the active spirits in the 
mevement and a member of the steer- 
ing committee, says that ever one hun- 
dred of the House Republicans have al- 
ready agreed to act with them. He is 
confident, however, that they will not 
be obliged to join with the Democrats 
to overrule the Speaker in order to se- 
cure action. 

“T am satisfied,” he said, “that once 
we show the Sneaker that we have a 
majority of the Republicans, he will 
not stand in the way. The Speaker has 
not up to this time believed that a ma- 
jority of his party desired to act, but 
when evidence of that fact is presented 
to him, I have the strongest reasons for 
believing he will bow to the will of the 
majority. 

WAR REVENUE MEASURE. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The mem- 
hers of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House are busily engaged witn 
the treasury Officials in the work pre- 


liminary tothe drafting of a war reve- 
nue measure tobeintroducedin Congress 
upon the opening of hos- 
tilities with Spain. An increase in the 
internal revenue tax on beer from $1 
to $2 a barrel and a large increase in 
the tax on manufactured tobacco, in- 
cluding cigars and cigarettes, has -been 
practically agreed upon.

A rough estimate of the ‘receipts to 
be derived from these sources is that 
the increase @n these articles 
Will approximate, if not exceed, $1090,- 
000,000 a year. Beer, it is thought, will 
produce an increase of $35,000,000; man- 
ufactured tobaceo, an increase of $33,- 
000,000 or more, and commercial paper 
and patent medicines; $33,000,000.

‘other source of revenue which it is cer- 


tain to be availed of is transactions 
in raiiroad and other listed stocks. It 
is believed that the returns from this 
Source will be large. In all the fig- 
uring so far, the remaining industries 
and the professions which were taxed 
for strictly war revenue during the re- 
bellion have been left out of the ac- 
count. An increase of from 2 to 3 cents 
on letter postage and a tax on gas 
and electric lights has also been sug- 
gested to the department, but these 
items have not yet been considered. 
The increase of 1 cent an ounce on let- 
ter postage would probably augment 
the receipts by $30,000,000 a year. 

A bill providing for a temporary Joan 
Of $100,000,000 and a permanent loan 
of $500,000,000 at 3 per cent., payable 
in coin, has been prepared by the W ays 
and Means Committee, and will be im- 
mediat®@ly introduced in case of war. 
The whole question of finances of the 


sovernment, in view of probable hos- 
tilities, is being carefuly considered 
by the Treasury officials,sso that a 


definite and well-thought-out plan. of 
operations may be at the disposal of 
Congress in case of need. 


LEE’S MISSING LINK. 


Is Expected to Furnish Sensational 
Testimony About the Maine. 
a! ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT, ] 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—Represen- 
tative Lorimer of Illinois is authority 
for the statement that Gen. Lee will 
make some startling disclosures before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations when he arrives here regarding 
the conspiracy to blow up the Maine, 
It was announced yesterday that Gen. 
Lee would be called before the com- 
mittee, but the nature of the testimony 
expected from him was not disclosed. 


“T understand that Gen. Lee is to 
supply the missing link in the testi- 
mony,” said Mr. Lorimer. “My infor- 


mation is that Capt. — is in pos- 
session of the facts, but does not feel 
at liberty to give them until the per- 
son who gave them to him releases him 
from the secrecy imposed. That person, 
I understand, is Gen. Lee.” 

It is said that the information that 
Gen. Lee is expected to testify to re- 
lates to the extinguishment of the elec- 
tric lights in Havana at the instant 
of the blowing up of the Maine. Elec- 
trical experts have said that if the 
lights went out in Havana at the time 
of the explosion, it would be conclusive 
evidence that the mine .under the Maine 
must have been fired from a shore elec- 
trical connection. Capt. Sigsbee, before 
the Foreign Relations Committee, said 
he had information that the lights 
had gone out, but did not think it aad- 
visable to give the name of his infor- 
mant while he was in Cuba. His in- 
formant is said to be Gen. Lee.

This they prefer to reg- 
ular service, which would call-them 
into the field and take them away from 
the protecting, walls and_ inviting 
cafes. The volunteers are verging on 
revolt against the Americans, and the 
untra-Spanish. Ex-United States Con- 
sul Albert Brother and family from 
Matanzas were passengers. 

President Plant today issued notice 
that after the return of the steamer 
Olivette from Havana and the steamer 
Florida from Mobile, the lines cease 
until further notice. The Olivette will 
arrive from Havana Sunday with Gen.

CONSUL ‘HYATT’S INSTRUCTIONS.

HAVANA, April 8.—The Spanish 
forces in the Carthagena Mountains, 
province of Santa Clara, have, accord- 
ing to Spanish information at the pal- 
ace, defeated a force of insurgents and 
inflicted numerous losses upon the lat- 
ter. The Spaniards. it is added, lost 
five men killed and one officer and four 
soldiers wounded. 

INSPECTION OF DEFENSES.

HAVANA, April 8, 10:20 p.m.—La 
Lucha, today commenting on the atti- 
tude of Consul-General Lee, declines to 
believe that he has sent word to the 
papers in the United States that the 
Americans in Havana are in danger.

He isin the best position 
to know. Ordinarily Red Cross should 
be safe refuge.

Miss Barton cabled this morning that 
she would probably leave with Lee 
Saturday afternoon. Accompanying 
her in her departure from Cuba will 
be-Dr._J._B. Hubel, Dr. E. W. Egan, 
J. W. Elwell, John McDowell, C. H. 
Cottrell and four Red Cross nurses. It 
is probable that they will remain at 
Tampa, Fla., in readiness to go into 
service with the American army should 
war be declared. Should the aspect of 
the situation lighten, they will return 
to Cuba with Gen. Lee.

THE SIBERIAN RAILROAD. 


The First Section Completed and 
Rendry for Traffic. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—Thomas 
Smith, American Consul at Moscow, 
-ussia, has sent to the State Depart- 
ment the following report on the prog- 
ress of the Siberian Railway: 
“At a combined meeting of the com- 
mittee of the Siberian Railway and a 
of the Imperial Council, 
Which took place on the 10th of Decem- 
ber of the past year, the work in. the 
construction of the Siberian Railway 
was considered. The construction of 
the first section of the Central Siberian 
line (including the branch to the town 
of Tomsk,) with the exception of minor 
unfinished work, is completed: and it 
is now possible to begin regular traffic. 
The work on the second section of the 
Central Siberian line, on the Irkoutsk 
Baikal, on the North Ouroussissky and 
Perm Kotlass sections is shown as fol- 
lows: Seven hundred and eighty des- 
slatines (2105.7 acres) of forest Have 
been cut down and trunks. uprooted, 
2.329.000 cubic sagen (29,586,925 cubie 
yards) of earthwork have been laid, 
224,960 square sagen (1,224,782 square 
yards) of railway embankment have 
been made, and 12,232 cubic sagen (156,- 
391 cubic yards) of masonry have been 
completed. The laying of stone and 
cast-iron piping has been effected on 
the whole léngth of the Central Siberian 
Railway, and about 3500 sagen (24,500 
feet) of piping have been laid on the 
remaining sections. The construction 
of large and small bridges, with wooden 
and metal arches, is complete to the 
30th verst (417 miles) of the second 
section of the Central Siberian line, as 
also on the North Ouroussissky Rail- 
way; and besides this, 241 bridges have 
been constructed on the section beyond 
the Baikal Mountain range. One thou- 
sand and twenty-three versts (678.24 
miles) of the main and station lines 
have been laid, of which 853 versts 
(565.53 miles) have been ballasted. One 
thousand and two line and station 
buildings have been erected on these 
railways. The water supply is opened 
and forty-seven stations are being par- 
tiallv supplied. Of sleepers, 1,163,600 are 
prepared, and 4,495,100 poods (81,163 
tons) of rails and fastenings. There 
have been completed thirty-two loco- 
motives and 756 freight cars and plat- 
forms. The sections of the North 
Ouroussissky still in the course of con- 
struction will soon be finished. . 
“On the Ist of September of the past 
year, the first through train, i%om 
Viadivostock arrived,at Kharabarovsk. 
For the construction of a railway ferry) 
across the Baikal Lake, parts of the 
frame and machinery of a ferry ice 
cutter and the machinery for a float- 
ing dock have been conveyed to the 
town of Krasnayarsk, and to the vil- 
lage of Listvinnichnoia, where store- 
houses and workshops are erected. The 
work of putting the parts of the ferry 
ice-cutter together and of constructing 
piers on the lake has been begun. For 
the improvement of the navigation on 
the rivers Angora, Schilka, Amour 
and Oussouri, soundings were made 
and navigation charts prepared. There 
are now employed on these rivers two 
steamers, 1 steam launch, six barges 
and two dredges. The construction of 
a stone quay in Vladivostock has been 
commenced. The general result of the 
work from 1895 to 1897 is shown as fol- 
lows: FEarthwork, 7,536,500 cubic sagen 
(95,741,462 cubie yards;) rails laid, 2959 
versts (169661 miles:) ballasted, [051 
versts (2200.81 miles.)” 


DIED OF HEART DISEASE. 


Peter Pestotti, an Italian Miner, 
Succumbs in a Saloon.

AVALANCHEOF SNOW, 


THIRTY-ONE PEOPLE KILLED 
ON CHILCOOT TRAIL. 


Fully Fifty are Overtnken By the 
Slide and More or Less 
Injured. 


‘FIVE MILES ABOVE SHEEP CAMP 


THOUSANDS ENCAMPED IN VICINITY 
RENDER ASSISTANCE, 


Solid Tons of Ice and Snow Bury 
Trail and Bodies — Latter 
Cannot Be Recovered 
for Days. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) April 8—[By 
Post-Intelligencer Syndicate to The 
Times.] The steamer Al-Ki from Skag- 
uay arrived in port tonight, bé#nging 
the story of a slide which occurred on 
Chilcoot Pass last Sunday afternoon 
in which fifty victims perished. Thirty 
one-bodies have been recovered. 
avalanche of snow and ice swept down 
the mountain side, moved from its 
resting-place by warm Chinook winds 
that blew from the sea. 

The story reached Skaguay from 

Dyea Sunday evening, the details hav- 
ing been telephoned. It is confirmed 
by half a dozen correspondents, and 
by the officers of the Al-Ki. The acci- 
dent happened between Stone House 
and the Scales, while the trail was 
thronged with-miners. Just how many 
met their deaths will probably not be 
Known for some days. 
The last telephone message from 
Skaguay before the Al-Ki left fixes the 
dead at between forty and fifty. All 
quarters of the United States from 
California to Florida and from Seattle 
to New York are represented in the 
death list. The bodies recovered are:

The voint at which the accident oc- 
curred is. some. five miles above Sheep 
Camp. The nearest telephone station is 
four miles distant. ‘The Scales_ is 
some five miles above Sheep Camp. 
The telephone wires at this point were 
carried away by the slide. This fact 
makes it difficult to obtain further par- 
ticulars at this time. 

A blinding snowstorm was raging 
all day upon the summit, and as a con- 
sequence many of those in the vicinity 
were making no attempt to travel. Ze- 
barth, Sprague and Stevenson were 
traveling together as partners, and 
were found side by side in bed. 
Thousands of people were encamped 
in the vicinity of the accident at the 
time, and were soon rendering such as- 
sistance as was possible. Upon receipt 
of the news points below Dyea 
telephoned un to know if assistance 
was required, and received answer to 
the effect that 500 people were at work 
upon the débris, and were only in each 
other’s way. 

The quantity of snow and ice that 
came down in the slide is estimated 
at thousands of tons. It swept di- 
rectly across the trail, which, notwith- 
standing the fact that the weather 
wasunsuitable for travel, was thronged 
with wayfarers. 

The last vestige of the trail in the 
vicinity was wiped out of existence, 
and where it led is now a mountain of 
snow and ice, under which are many 
dead bodies that cannot be, recovered 
for days to come. 

Later reports bring information that 
the bodies of three more unfortunates 
have been taken from the snow. One 
is that of Garrison, initials and resi- 
dence unknown; Ritchie, initials and 
residence unknown: Durber, initials 
unknown, residence Seattle. There was 
a preliminary slide at 2 o'clock in the 
merning. People were digging out 
their gocds when the second slide oc- 
curred about noon. Later reports are 
that thirty-one bodies have been re- 
covered.

Many bodies will never be recovered 
until the summer sun melts the tons 
of snow and ice that now bury them 
from sight. Two or three thousand 
men are working in relays of as many 
as ean stand side by side shoveling 
away the débris in search of the dead 
and dying. Twenty-two dead bodies 
have been recovered and identified, and 
twenty-five have been taken out alive. 

Seventeen employés of the Chilcoot 
Railway and Tram Company, who 
went up to the summit on the morning 
of the slide to work, are missing, and 
it is feared that they are among the 
lost. It is estimated that 10,000 tons of 
outfits are buried under the snow and 
There were several smaller slides 
before the death-dealing avalanche 
was started. About 2 o'clock in the 
morning a small slide ocurred, which 
buried severa! cabins. 

The alarm was spread, and many 
people were endeavoring to work back 
to Sheen Camn when the big disaster 
cecurred, The snowstorm was blinding, 
and the crowds were coming down by 
the aid of a rope when overtaken. An 
immense gorge rises at a very steep 
incline into the hills, and it was down

NEED UP-TO-DATE LAWS, 


Case at Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, April 8.—Gov. John G. 
Brady of Alaska, en route to Wash- 
ington to secure better legislation for 
the district, is stopping for a few days 
in Chicago. Notwithstanding the state 
of affairs at the national capital, the

“Then there are the questions of the 
salmon fisheries, methods of dealing 
with the natives, and a sufficient judi- 
cial government. The yearly salmon 
catch on the inlets and streams of the 
west coast amounts to more than $3,- 
000,000. A good deal of this fishing is 
against the law. | 

“Many of the canneries employ men 
to trap the salmon in the streams by 
stretching wire nets across the streams 
in the breeding season. The fine for 
this offense is $250 a day, but as there 
are only two inspectors to look after 
the enforcement of this law it is mani- 
festly impossible to make it a real law. 
“Now what we want is to have the 
President appoint a eommission con-

ETHICS OF CIVILIZATION. 


WAYS IN WHICH ORIENTALS ARE 
WORTHY OF EMULATION, 


Restlessness of Modern Life De- 
plored—Dress a Cause—Over- 
crowding of Rooms—Compli- 
cated Manner of Life. 


“The Ethies of Our Civilization” was 


considered at the meeting of the Fri- 


day Morning Club yesterday, and an 
interesting paper by Mrs. R. W. Poin- 
deter on the subject was followed by 
discussion, in which Mrs. C. M. Sever- 
ance, Mrs. M. C. Graham, Rey. Eli Fay 
and others participated. 

Mrs. Poindexter contrasted some of 
the habits and customs of the people 
of the Orient with those of Americans, 
and thought the simplicity of life and 
the repose »* manner of the former 
might well be imitated by the latter. 
She said in part: “Never were any 
class so free to choose as the American 
women of today, and if we are not 
What we should be, it is a hundredfold 
more to our shame than if we dwelt in 
a land where women are not born to 
the inheritance of freedom. In our 
civilization there is doubtless much to 
admire; so much, in fact, that time is 


not long enough for its recital, and 


we admire it and congratulate our- 
selves without stint. 

“Life has become a huge machine, 
Whirling, roaming, relentless, and, 
after the manner of machines, leaving 
out the individual thought, individual 
conscience and individual responsibility 
in a great measure. Very much of the 
grace, the sweetness and the natural- 
ness of life have disappeared, and in 
place of them we have many things 
Which we would be better without. 
Simplicity is as rare as the philoso- 
pher’s stone, and a. for repose, where 
is it to be found unless in a sanitarium 
Where a victim of p®rvous prostration 
is taking the rest cure for this new 
malady which has come with our high 
civilization?” 

The speaker referred to the restless- 
ness, the desire for change, which she 
characterized as the most striking of 
those features of our civilization which 
it would be well to alter, and said: 
“It is hard to say whether this rest- 
lessness of modern life is a cause or an 
effect. I think it is both, for it feeds 
on what it produces, and goes on multi- 
plying and radiating until we see it 
everywhere we look. Many of us see 
and admit this evil, but few try to rem- 
edy it. Perhaps from the feeling that 
it is useless to oppose such a current. 
But if anything is to be done to bring 
life back to a simpler «nd higher plane 
the women have to do it.’’ 

The speaker gave it as her opinion 
that one cause of the complicated ques- 
tion lay in dres¥. and heartily approved 
the beautiful, healthful and simple 
clothes worn by the oriental women, 
contrasting them with the tightly-laced 


waists, pointed shoes and towering, un- 


comfortable hats of the American 
women. The constant change of fash- 
ion, drawing heavily on the money, 
time and strength of the modern 
woman, was dwelt upon and depre- 
cated, and the speaker also devoted 
considerable attention to the custom of 
over-crowding houses with furniture 
and ornaments. “There is no repose, no 
restfulness,” she said, “in a room 
crowded with objects, no matter how 
rare and beautiful the objects may be, 
and worse than that, if they are val- 
uable they must usually go dusty, or 
the precious time of tne mistress of the 
house must be spent in keeping them 
clean. If a woman can be found who 
in these days has time to do the things 
worth doing, who is not tired or is not 
too busy, she should be put upon a

and in their belief that they can find 
a remedy for every human ill, mistakes 
are made which may prove more serious 
in the future than the ills they sought 
to remedy. The problems underlying 
socialism are among the most difficult 
the human mind can deal with, and yet 
it has become the fashion for those who 
want to help the world on, but have 
only a superficial knowledge of these 
questions and an external relation to 
them, to throw themselves into the 
cause.

A PRISONER AND HIS 


ARMY DESTROYED. 


The Boss Rebel Caught Hiding in 
a Hole Under a Bed—Pritish Loss 
not So Heavy as It Might Have 
Keen — Most Brilliant Fugage- 
ment.

ALBARA CAMP (Nubia) April 3.— 
[By African Cahble.] The Sirdar’s force 
numbered 12,000 men, with twenty- 
four guns, under Col. Long, and twelve 
Maxims.

Silver Penciled Hamburgs. 


[H. S. Babcock in Country Gentle- 
man:] Not long ago a correspondent 
asked the following question: ‘‘What is 
the best fowl for eggs, irrespective of 
other qualities?” With some hesitation, 
for there are quite a number of fowls 
which make a strong bid for this posi- 
tion. I answered, the silver-penciled 
Hamburg. This answer, however, had 
to be qualified by limiting the question 
to the number of the eggs. The silver- 
penciled Hamburg is a small fowl, and 
the eggs are small. The Leghorn will 
lay nearly as many eggs, and Leghori 
eggs are of good size. But the Leghorn 
is consideraby larger than the Ham- 
burg. 

Among the first fowls that I ever 
owned was a Bolton Gray pullet. This 
fowl made a record of 130 eggs in 130 
days, a record which I have never yet 
seen equalled by any other fowl. The 
Bolton Gray is but another name for 
the silver-penciled Hamburg. Indeed, 
this fowl has masqueraded under quite 
a variety of names—"every-day layer,”’ 
“everlasting layer,” “clustiprat,” ete. 
But under whatever name it has been 
known it has sustained its reputation 
for phenomenal prolificacy. 

Strictly speaking, there is no breed or 
variety of fowls absolutely destitute of 
the instinct of incubation. I have had 
a White Leghorn hen of the bluest of 
blue blood sit, hatch and rear a brood 
of chickens, and I presume silver-pen- 
ciled Hamburgs will do the same. Yet, 
speaking from’ personal experience, I 
never had a silver-penciled Hamburg 
sit. The nearest to this, in my experi- 
ence, has been to have an occasional 
hen cluck for a day or two when she 
had finished her litter of eggs, but 
without taking to the nest. Still, I be- 
lieve it quite possible that hens of this 
variety do occasionally sit. I think it 
safe, however, to affirm that the s'lver- 
penciled Hamburg is as near a non-sit- 
ting variety as there is in the whole list 
domestic fowls. 

This variety is a good illustration of 
the fact that more than one quality 
needs to be considered in the selection 
of a breed. It stands, in my opinion, 
unexcelled, if it is equalled, in the num- 
ber of eggs which will be produced in a } 
year. It is also extremely graceful in 
shape-and very beautiful in marking. 
But it has other qualities that are not 
so desirable. 

In the first place it is small. For 
market the extra ¢oCxerels are worth 
but little. They are so small that they 
do not produce the desired number of 
pounds, and as they have blue legs and 
a White skin they do not sell so readily 
in American markets as some other va- 
rieties. I regard the yellow skin and 
yellow leg preference as a groundless 
fad; but fad or what-not, such fowls 
sell better. We may sometimes rise 
superior to such ideas, but the prac- 
tical poulterer, in the meantime, will 
do well to furnish what the market de- 
mands. 

Again, the Hamburg is a flyer. This 
does not make so much difference on 
the farm, where the fowls can have 
perfect liberty, but if they are to be 
yarded and especially if they are to be 
kept in villages, the flying habit is dis- 
agreeable. It necessitates very high 
fences or covered runs. I have seen a 
Hamburg pullet in a house twenty feet 
long by about ten feet wide, divided by 
six-foot wire partitions into three com- 
partments, rise in the apartment at one 
end of the house, clear the wire parti- 
tions, go to the other end of the house, 
turn on the wing without alighting, and 
return to the spot whence she started. 
It seems to me that a flock of silver- 
penciled Hamburgs would be no mean 
rivals to a flock of pheasants for shoot- 
ing. 

in this point, perhaps, 
my experience has been unfortunate— 
I have found the silver-penciled <{1am- 
burg very difficult to rear. The adults 


seem to be hardy enough, but the 
chickens, at least in my experience, 
have been very. delicate. The eggs 


ran uniformly fertile, nearly every one 
hatching, but to rear 50 per cent. of ihe 
broods was an extremely difficult pro- 
‘eeding. Perhaps, 
difficulty might have been diminished; 
but it seems to me that if I were going 
to take up the variety again, I should 
procure not only some _ of the best 
American birds I could, but I should 
also import some from England and 
breed the two strains together. By so 
doing it is possible that the size might 
be inereased and the constitution im- 
proved. 

If these two results could be ob- 
tained, and the size of the egg some- 
what increased without impairing the 
prolificacy, the silver-penciled Hamburg 
would be not only one of the most beau- 
tiful, but one of the most profitable of 
egg-producing fowls. To a fancier, its 
beauty is a sufficient reason for being: 
but with these possible improvements 
it would appeal as strongly to the pro- 
ducer of eggs for market as it does now 
to the lover of graceful shape and beau- 
tiful plumage. 


Alkali and Plant Growth. 

[Pacific Rural Press:] One of the 
most conspicuous contributions of Cali-. 
fornia investigators to agricultural 
scfence is to be found in the knowl- 
edge of the constitution and character 
of alkali soils and the amelioration 
which can transform them frem har- 
ren wastes to productive areas. Prof. 
Hilgard of the University of California 
began the local study of alkali soils 
over twenty years ago, and has prose- 


cuted it constantly since that date. 
His conclusions are cited as authori- 


tative in all parts of the world, and 
his methods of investigation and ex- 
perimentation are now being followed 
over the vast arid regions of Asia and 
Africa by the governments owning 
such waste lands, in the hope of per- 
manently reclaiming them. Intimations 
of these facts have already heen given 
from time to time in our columns. 
Prof. Hilgard has shown that the 
worst kind of alkali, which is largely 
composed of carbonate of soda, can 
be rendered innocuous by the use of 
gypsum. Since this recommendation 
‘was made the use of gypsum \has be- 
eeme quite general in alkaline regions. 
Quarries have been opened, grinding 
plants established and a large com- 
mercial product of gypsum is now to 
be included among the productions of 
the State. In two main directions has 
the gypsum been chiefly used. One is 
for neutralizing the alkali in the im- 
mediate place where a tree is to be 
planted. If the amount of alkali is not 
too large, this method renders it pos- 
sible to start. treés successfully by pre- 
venting the accumulation of alkali at 
the surface from killing the young tree 
by corrosion at the root crown. Many

FAILED ELECT. 


SAN DIEGO NORMAL SCHOOL 
WITHOUT A PRESIDENT. 


State Board of Normal School Trus- 
tees Holds an All-day Session 
in This City. 

GOV. BUDD FAILED TO COME. 


GENEROUS GIFT TO THE SAN JOSE 
NORMAL SCHOOL, 


Unable to Agree, the Trustees Re- 
quest That Another Meeting to 
Elect a President Be Held 
in Six Months. 


An all-day joint session of the State 
Board of Normal School Trustees was 
held yesterday in the library of the 
Normal School, at which all such 
schools in the State were represented. 
It had been expected that Gov. Budd 
would be in attendance. By virtue of 
his office he is president of the board 
of trustees, and as the most important 
matter which was considered at the 
meeting was the election of a president 
of the San Diego State Normal School, 
it was thought certain that he would 
participate, his interest in that matter 
being manifest. He did not come, how- 
ever, but sent a telegram, which was 
received after the other trustees had 
assembled, in which he stated that 
other important business prevented his 
coming. In his absence A. E. Pomeroy 
of this city was chosen to preside. The 
Btate educational department was rep- 


resented by S. T. Black, State Superin-- 


tendent of Public Instruction, who 
acted as secretary of the meeting. The 
following trustees were in attendance: 

Los Angeles—President Pierce, Trus- 
tees Brooks, Lukens, Wilson and Pom- 
eroy. 

San José—Preesident Randall, Trus- 
tees Pitman, Doolittle and Mrs. Wilson. 

Chico—President Ritter, Trustees 
Graham, Oliver, Harvey and Reynolds. 

San Diego—Trustees Guy, Fisher, 
Hinde and Toland. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, Trustee Guy ob- 
jected to.the use of the word ‘special” 
as referring to the present session in 
that part of the minutes which referrea 
to the calling of this meeting. This 
precipitated a long discussion of the 
question as to whether the meeting was 
-@ special session. The minutes were 
finally adopted as read. 

The San José representatives pre- 
sented a communication in which it 
was stated that Mrs. M. P, O’Connor ot 
San José had offered to give the San 
José State Normal School her fine col- 
lection of paintings and statuary. The 
condition upon which the gift is made 
is that in event of the abandonment 
of the school or its removal to another 
part of the State, the works of art are 
to revert to the city of San José, and 
are to be a part of the school prop- 
erty of that city. Another proviso is 
that the collection be cared for by that 
city, and that $20,000 be raised for the 
purpose of providing a suitable build- 
ing for the collection. The donation is 
valued at between $75,000 and $100,000, 
and is one of the finest. collections of 
works of art in the State. The matter 
was referred to a committee consisting 
of Trustees Wilson, Graham and Guy, 
to report later during the session. 

The proposition to change the titles 
of the presidents of the several schools 
to that of ‘principal’ was defeated by a 
vote of 7 yeas and 11 nays. 

The reports of Presidents. Pierce of 
Los Angeles, Ritter of Chico and Ran- 
dall of San Jos¢@ were received and read, 
Each of the presidents made several 
recommendations as to What the con- 
sidered would improve the_ several 
schools and the educational system gen- 
erally, and later the matter of the adop- 
tion of these recommendations caused 
considerable debate. Trustee. Brooks 
moved that all of them except where 
they conflicted be adopted, but before 
a vote was taken on this motion a sub- 
stitute was offered providing that the 
recommendations contained in the re- 
ports of the presidents be referred to a 
committee consisting of the three presi- 
dents, to report at the next meeting. 
- This substitute was adopted. 

Nearly every trustee entered into 
the discussion which followed the pre- 
sentation of a petition from the gradu- 
ates of 1898, asking that their diplomas 
recognize the one year’s work added to 
the course of study. The board was un- 
able to agree upon the matter, and a 
motion that the petition be filed was 
finally adopted. 

The matter of the election of a presi- 
dent of the San Diego Normal School 
came up In the regular order of busi- 
ness, but as the representatives of that 
school desired more time in which to 
consult over the matter, action was de- 
ferred until the afternoon session. 

During the noon recess there was an 
unsuccessful effort to agree unon a 
president for the San Diego school. 
‘I here were a number of applications 
for the position, and all of the appli- 
eants seemed to have their friends 
It has heretofore been the custom to 
permit the trustees of each school to 
name their president and for that pur- 
pose the San Diego trustees held a cau- 
cus during the noon hour. The meet- 
ing was behind closed doors, and for 
more than an hour an effort was made 
to secure an election. It was afterward 
announced that the contest had nar- 
rowed down to Prof C, F, Meredith 
principal of the High School at Azusa, 
and Prof. F. L. Burke of Clark Uni. 
versity, near Worcester, Mass. Just 
how the vote stood was not made pub- 
lic, but it is said that State Superin- 
tendent Black ‘and Trustee Guy fa- 
vored Prof. Burke, while Trustees * 
land and Hinde voted for Prof. Meredith 
No decision was reached at the caucus. 


When, during the afternoon session 
the matter again came up, there Was 


little discussion. It was finally decidea 
that the election be deferred and that 
Gov. Budd be requested to cal] another 
meeting for the purpose of holding the 
election within the next six months 

The special committee appointeq ; 

; at 
the morning session submitted the fo)- 
lowing report: 

“Your committee appointed to econ- 
sider the gift of Mrs. M. P. O'Connor 
begs leave to. report that the board 
having heard with great satisfaction of 
the offer of Mrs. M.-P. O'Connor of San 
José to donate to the State of Ca}i- 
fornia in trust for the Normal Schoo] 
at San oJsé, valuable paintings and 
other works of art for the benefit of the 
educational system of the State, hegs 
leave to express its high appreciation 
of the offer and its gratitude for the 
spirit which has inspired ‘the gift. ex- 
pressing also the hope that such an ex- 
pression shall be an incentive to others 
in producing like interests. 

‘Resolved, that a copy of this report 
and resolution be transmitted to Mrs. 
P. O'Connor.” 

The report Vygis unanimously adopted 
withoutcomment. 

The matter of securing to school 
teachers the benetit during vacation of 
the advantages of Normal! School train- 
ing, was discussed for nearly an hour. 
Tt was desired that the teachers sequre 
this training and at the same time the 
necessity for giving Normal School in- 
structors a vacation was recognized. It 
Was stated that there was need for 


 tluence. 


some means of making the Normal 
schools available for this service during 
the summer. The matter was referred 
to a committee, consisting of the pres- 
ident of the Nermal Schools, Mrs. Wil- 
son and Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Black. 

Prof. Ritter of Chico called attention 
to the fact that because the students in 
the training school were not included 
when the apportionment of school funds 
Was: made, it being based upon the 
number of pupils in other public schools, 
there was a loss of about $8 per pupil. 
He desired that the whole board en- 
deavor ta have this corrected. In that 
connection a motion was adopted reé- 
questing the Governor to call a special 
meeting of the joint boards at Sacra- 
mento at a convenient time, during the 
next session of the Legislature, for the 
purpose of estimating the appropria- 
tions needed by the Normal Schools, 
and suggesting such other legislation 
as may be considerd necessary. 

An informal reception was tendered 
the visiting trustees last evening at the 
Normal School, in. which many of the 
teachers in the Los Angeles’ schools 
took part. The building was hand- 
somely decorated and between & p.m. 
and 10 p.m. the trustees were intro- 
duced to the local educators and other 
visitors. 


A SIAMESE CLAIM. 


DR. M. A. CHEEK AWARDED DAM- 
AGES BY THE ARBITRATOR. 


Sir Nicholas J. Hannen Decides That 
the Californian Suffered to the 
Extent of $350,000—The Claim 
Pending for Six Years. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The case 
of Dr. M. A. Cheek against the Siamese 
government, which was decided today 
by the arbitrator, Sir Nicholas J. Han- 
nen, British Consul-General and Chief 
Justice of Shanghai, is one of consider- 
able importance, involving as it does 
the rights of foreign traders in Siam. 
The arbitrator awards $350,000 to the 
heirs of Dr. Cheek, who live in Cali- 
fornia, $200,000 of which are punitive. 
The history of this notable case is as 
follows: 

Dr. Cheek was an American medical 
missionary, sent to Siam in 1874 by 
the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions. He located in Cheangmai, 
the capital of Northern Siam, and the 
center of the extensive teak forests 
of Siam. In the course of his work he 
acquired an intimate knowledge of the 
Siamese language and customs, .and 
also became acquainted with the mi- 
nute details of the teak trade. 

With the true commercial instinct of 
the Yankee, Dr. Cheek saw that here 
was an excellent opportunity to make 
a fortune. His skill as a physician and 
surgeon had brought him into intimate 
relations with persons of rank and in- 
By this means he obtained 
leases of large teak forests, and en- 
tered upon the business of worknig 
teak wood and rafting it several hun- 
dred miles down to Bangkok, ‘where it 
was marketed. It is impossible to suc- 


cessfully carry on the working of teak 


wood without elephants. These intelli- 
gent animals are trained to pick and 
carry large teak logs from the forests 
where they are cut, to the streams on 
Which they are floated to market. The 
elephants also assist in “ownging,’”’ or 
working the rafts forward down the 
streams, which are filled with obstruc- 
tions. 

Dr. Cheek devoted the profits of his 
work to the purchase of elephants, 
and acquired a large herd, numbering 
seventy-six. He also purchased a large 
outfit of tools necessary to carry on 
the work. He came to be known as 
the most suceessful. teak -trader in 
Siam, and was known as the “timber 
king.”’ 

He had, however, two formidable ri- 
vals, it is said, in the Borneo Company 
and the Bombay-Burmah Trading Cor- 
poration. In 1889 or 1890, realizing’ the 
need of greater capital to successfully 
carry on the business in competition 
with these powerful British companies, 
Dr. Cheek induced Prince Warawan 
Nakorn, Siamese Minister of Finance, 
representing the Siamese government, 
to loan him half a million doHars, and 
entered into a kind of partnership ar- 
rangement with the government in the 
teak business. As security for the loan 
Dr. Cheek executed a “bill of sale 


-mortgage”’ in favor of Prince Warawan 


on his seventy-six elephants and tools 
and on all teak wood which he then 
had cut in the forests. Dr. Cheek was 
to pay interest at the rate of 7% per 
cent. per annum. si 

By the terms of the agreement which 
was to operate for ten years, Dr. Cheek 
was to manage the working of the for- 
ests and the transportation of the wooj 
to Bangkok, where it was to be sold 
and the profits divided—one-third to 
the government and two-thirds to Dr. 
Cheek. The latter proceeded in the 
business under this agreement. The 
first year was a favorable one, a con- 
siderable quantity of wood was worked 
down to Bangkok, and at the end o! 
the year accounts were balanced ana 
the profits divided, the doctor paying 
the interest on the loan. The second 
and third years being dry and no 
water in the streams, it was impossible 
to work the teak down, and the doctor 
was unable to make his interest pay- 
ments. 

According to his contention the stipu- 
lation to pay interest at the rate of 7%, 
per cent. per annum did not necessar-. 
ily contemplate the payment of inter- 
est each year. He maintained that ac- 
cording to the well-known custom of 
the teak trade, interest was payable 
when there had been a good vear, en- 
abling the dealer to get his timber to 
market and make sales. At this time 
he had in the forests and in the streams 
at various points between Cheangmai 
and Bangkok about a million dollars’ 
worth of teak wood, enough to pay the 
loan made him, principal and interest, 
and leave a handsome surplus. 

The Siamese government insisted 
that the interest was payable each year 
and after endeavoring to secure pay- 
ment, in the summer of 1892, forcibly 
took possession of all the wood which 
the doctor had gotten cut, sold the 
same at auction and appropriated the 
proceeds to its own use. ‘ 

Although there was a treaty in force 
between the United States and Siam. 
providing for the determination of dis- 
putes between Americans and Siamese 
by the United States Consul-General, 
in conjunction with the proper Siamese 
officers, this treaty provision was not 
invoked. Nor did the Siamese govern- 
ment institute any proceedings in its 
own judicial tribunal to determine 
whether Dr. Cheek had yftolated the 
agreement. That government was not 
content with its forcible seizure of the 
wood, it is said, but it went further. 
and issued. a royal proclamation direct- 


ing e!]l persons who owed Dr. Cheek 
to appear before a Certain Siamese of- 
ficial, and stating that he would ac- 


cept payment thereof on most favora- 
ble terms to the debtor. The proceed- 
ing of the government destroved \Dr. 
Cheek’s credit, rendered it imposstble 
for him to continue his operations, and. 


in fact, compassed his financial ruin. 
He was left, not with ‘an elephant 
on his hands,"’ but with seventy-six, 


none of which he could se!l or lease. as 

no one cared to incur the enmity of th: 

Siamese government. 
The government would have taken 


possession of these elephants, but for 
the prompt intervention of the United 
States Minister at Bangkok. Dr. Cheek 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the Department at Washingto: 
and preferred a claim against the Sia 
mese government for damages suffere: 
through the acts of that government

Eminent counsel were retained by 
both parties. Among others, M. : 
Lowder, a prominent English lawyer 
of Yokohama, appeared for the Cheek 
estate, and the Siamese government 
wags represented by Sir Rolin Jacque- 
meyns, the learned Belgian jurist and 
international lawyer. Warner P. Sut- 
ton of Washington was attorney for 
the estate in the United States. 

Dr. Cheek left a widow and several 
children in this country. . 

The case attracted extraordinary at- 
tention in Siam, both because of the 
magnitude of the pecuniary interests 
involved and the probable effect of the 
decision of the arbitrator, which has 
now been rendéred, on the future pros- 
pects of foreign traders in Siam.

TWO MORE BOND ISSUES. 


SPECIAL ELECTION TO RE HELD TO 
VOTE ON- THEM. 


Third Street and Broadway-tunnel 
Propositions to Be Submitted to 
the People—An Important Pub- 
lic Work. 


If the City Council supports the rec- 
ommendation which the Board of Pub- 
lic Works decided to make to it yes- 
terday, a special election will be or- 
dered at which the electors of this city 
may vote upon the proposition to issue 
bonds for the construction of the -Third- 
Street tunnel. the tunnel, 
and the purchase of a city park on 
Central avenue, The consideration of 
these propositions occupied the atten- 
tion of the board during almost all of 
the regular session yesterday. large 
number of property-owners resident in 
the Third Ward, were in attendance in 
the interest of the Third-street tunnel, 
and Councilman Baker, with a few of 
his constituents from the Second Ward, 
were there to further the Broadway 
tunnel. Councilman Grider fathered 
the park proposition unassisted. When 


the meeting of the board began the 
tunnel matter was again taken up. 


There were some of the property-own- 
ers who desired to couple the proposi- 
tion with the fire and bridge bond elec- 
tion already ordered, but the members 
of the Council, or at least a majority 
of them, had expressed their opposition 
to adding anything to that election for 
the reason that they feared the fire 
bonds might be jeopardized. The sug- 
gestion was then made that if 
tion for tunnel bonds was called. that 
it be held on the day follewing the 
other election. The economy in this is

pense of moving and setting up the

The plans for the Third-street tunne} 
have long been on file in the City En- 
gineer’s office. They were prepared three 
years ago, when the matter was 
agitated, and were approved by the 
City Council March 28, Subse. 
quently, however, some difficulty arose 
as to the manner of raising the money 
with which to do the work. and the 
plans were never used. 1ese plans 
were brought before the board by Chief 
Draughtsman Simpkins of the engineer

FAILED To KEEP THE sHoP-. 
OUT OF JAIL. 


‘There Were Plenty of Witnesses to 
Testify Againat Rev. Lioysd Jen- 
Protege—Evans Arraigned 
in the Police Court for Petty 
Larceny. 


enjamin Evans, who was arrested 
a few days ago fer shoplifting, when 
his room was found ‘stuffed full ef 
Stolen goods, failed to convince two 
exomining physicians yesterday that he 
was insane. The thoughtful care of 
the Rev. D. Lieyd Jenkins, who weuld 
nave saved Evans the ignominy of go- 
ing to jail, on the ground that he was 


the fiesta, but it. does not specify any’ 


net morally responsible for his acts, 
has gone for nothing. 

The examination of Evans was made 
yesterday afternoon by Dr. Cole and 
lyr, Cates in the Sheriff's office. There 
were a dozen or more witnesses pres- 
ent to give their evidence in the case. 
Rev. Mr. Jenkins and = Alesander 
Chevry were there to try to prove the 
insanity theory, and Detectives Haw- 
ley and Auble had sunanoned a num- 


ber of witnesses who had also known 
vans, but had never seen anything 


about him to indicate that he 
in his right mind. 

Evans was questioned by the physi- 
Cans at some length. He said that he 
was 63 years old. The goods found in 
his room were all given to him. Two 
men Known to him only by the names 
of Nelson and Ryan had brought ar- 
ticles 6f glassware and the like to him 
in a carpet bag. They first began bring- 
ing the things five. or six years ago, 
after one of them had stolen some 
very valuable diamonds from him. On 
his promising not to prosecute they haa 
brought various articles to recompense 
him for the loss of the diamonds. 

Rev. Mr. Jenkins, who swore to.the 
Msanity complaint against Evans. was 
not able to give any very important 
evidence. He had known Evans in the 
church several years, and about the 
Only indication of insanity he had ever 
noticed was his great liberality with 
pres nts, which have since been learned 
to be the proceeds of his shoplifting 
tours. Dr. Jenkins simply thought that 
any one who would do as Evans had 
done must be insane. When asked why, 
if he thought Evans's actions strange 
during all the years he had known him, 
he had not had him charged with in- 
Sanity before, Rev. Mr. Jenkins ap- 
peared at a loss to know what to say. 
Alexander Chevry did not assert that 
he Knew any more about Evans’s men- 
tal condition than Rev. Mr. Jenkins. 
He had noticed his habit of giving al- 
most every one he knew presents’ in 
glassware and the like, had 
thought such conduct very strange. 

Witnesses who believed Evans sane 
were then examined. E. R. Powers, 
who had charge of him after his re- 
moval from the City Jail to the County 
Hospital. had not noticed anything un- 
usual about him. 

Mrs. H. Cantley, who runs the 
lodging-house where Evans hoarded 
his stelen plunder, and who captured 
him at the point of a revolver while 
he was foraging on her kitchen sup- 
plies, had never seen anything in his 
actions to indicate that he was insane. 
C. A. Parmelee and H. F. Vollmer had 
seen Evans around their stores, and 
talked with him, but never noticed any- 
thing irrational in his conduct. 
eral other witnesses were questioned, 
and then the examining physicians 
made their report to Judge Smith, who 
decided that Fvans is not a proper sub- 
ject for Highland. The prisoner was 
accordingly remanded to the custody 
of the police. 

Detective Hawley immeédiately took 
Evans before Justice Morrison, who 
questioned him as to when he would 
he ready for trial. The prisoner said 
he wished to consult his attorney first. 
A continuance was thereupon granted 
till this afternoon, when the case will 
he set for trial.

FLORENCE CANAL IS FOR SALE. 

MINING IS ACTIVE TUROUGHOUT 
ARIZONA. 

Augustus Whelan Mur ered = at 
Globe—Gored to Death by the

PRESCOTT, (Ariz.,) April 3.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence. ] The troops at 
Whipple Barracks are packing up and 
the fort will soon be garrisoned only by 
a meager guard. But there is still hope, 
locally, that the post has not been per- 
manently abandoned. There has even 
eome official information that Whipple 
may be rehabilitated when the cruel 
war is over. Among the citizens who 
were prompt in protesting against the 
abandonment order was President F. 
M. Murphy, of the Santa Fe, Prescott 
and Phoenix Railway. He received 
prompt reply from Secretary of War 
Alger. The reply was: ‘‘We are as- 
sembling all troops for an emergency. 
Have ordered and must take the force 
from Whipple Barracks. Have ordered 
a non-commissioned officer and two or 
three men to guard the property and 
will take up the question of perma- 
nently abandoning the post hereafter.” 
A later dispatch was from Mr. Murphy’s 
brother, ex-Delegate to Congress N. O. 
Murphy, who is now in Washington, 

and gave assurance that the perma- 
nent abandonment of the post was not 
necessarily to be presumed. N. O. 
Murphy has also been advised by Gen. 
E. S: Otis, commanding the Department 
of the Colorado, that that officer will 
strongly urge the retention of the bar- 
racks and their improvement. 

J. D. Snyder, the Los Angeles irriga- 
tion engineer, is in the city and is en- 
gaged in investigation of the propose d 
water storage and sewerage proposi- 
tions, on which are based an issuance 
of $150,000 municipal bonds, on which 
(the taxpayers are to vote April 19, Lit- 
tle opposition to the issue of bonds has 
been manifesied, there seeming to be 
a general belief that the present tax 
valuation of $1,500,000, will 
gain from the improvements far more 
than enough to pay the interest-on the 
bonds. The only question seems to be 
avhether the plans of the local engi- 
neers have’ been well designed and 
whether the city will gain an ample 
supply of pure water through the ex- 
penditure of the $110,000 designed to be 
used for the purpose. 

Mining continues active throughout 
Yavapai county, and has been stimu- 
ated materia!iv in the eastern Brad- 
shaws through the prospect for the 
early completion of the Big Bug Rail- 
way. Cyanide plants are being placed 
upona dozencvf the old properties inthe 
hills, taking up the values that were 
passed by the wasteful methods of the 
One of these plants will be on the 
Little Jessie mine in the Lig Bug @is- 
trict. An experimental plant that has 
been treating thirty or more tons a day 
has saved about 90 per cent. of the as- 
Say value of the tailings. The success 
of the process on the tailings has en- 
couraged John S. Jones, owner of the 
mine, to consider a process for the re- 
duction of his ores wholly by means of 
cyanide, without the intermediate 
Btages of mill and concentrator. The 
noted Yarnell mine, in the Antelope Hil] 
district, near Congress, is also to have 
a cyanide plant of the largést size. The 
Yarnell has an immense body of gold 
ore, but of low grade. 

There has been a harvest of wild ani- 

mals during the last month in the hills 
of Yavapai county, and many have been 
the scaips on which the Board of Su- 
pervisors has cheerfully paid bounty.

THE FLORENCE CANAL. 


Proposition for Its Purchase by the 
Farmers, 

PLORENCE (Ariz.,) April 3.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence. ] An enterprise 
that at inception was expected to 
work the greatest of good to Florence 
and its surrounding valley was the 
Florence Canal, that starts near the 
Buttes, a dozen miles east of the town, 
and, curving away from the Gila, at 
last waters land in the Vicinity of Casa 
Grande, thirty miles to the south. But 
no confidence is violated when it is 


‘told that the canal has been far from 


successful. It was illy designed and 


crooked, and for years was in the 
hands of careless managers. Itself 
charged with appropriating summer 


Water that belonged to Pima Indians, 
it suffered from the increasing appro- 
priation of the Mormon ditches far up 
the river in Eastern Arizona. ‘The 
company fell into the most serious 
financial difficulties, during which the 
ditch filled up with sediment. The 
company went into insolvency, but the 
receiver did so little better that at 
last the Water-users, comprising a ma- 
jurity of the more substantial citizens 
of the vicinity, 100k forcible posses- 
sion of the property and improved it 
so that it would be of use.- For this 
they were brought into court. and 
charged with contempt. ‘The cana] is 
now assessed in the name cf the Casa 
Grande Valley Canal Company, a cor- 
portion that represents the  bond- 
holders. The preseut condition of af- 
fairs is unsatisfactory to both farmers 
and canal owners. This condition has 
brought forth a letter addressed to the 
farmers and signed by Oren BL. Taft of 
Chicago, representative of the bond- 
holders. He offers the canal to the 
farmers upon the terms that there be 
purchased a controlling interest at 


the par value of the bonds, This 
would appear to make it a 5/-cents-on- 
the-dollar offer. The canal is bonded 
for $360,000. The farmers are to Sub- 
scribe for 181 $1000 bends, with Which 
shall go a cerresponding quantity of 
stock. There is to be @ first payment 
of $350 a share, the balance to be paid 
Within twenty-five years, secured by 
mortgage on th : farms and | earing in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent. The 
$350 first payment will pay off the 
floating indebtedness of the canal.

HAUSTED BY A LAWSUIT. 


Arizona Sheep-growers Form an Or- 
ganization for the Purpose | of 
Prosecuting Sheep Thieves. 


YUMA PROPERTY IN DISPUTE. 


NEW CANALS PROJECTED IN SOUTH. 
WESTERN ARIZONA. 


The Eastern Border of the Territory 
Effectually Cleared of Cattle- 
thieves—How a Mother and 
Children Met Death. 


FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) April 5.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The county of 
Coconino has recently had an experi- 
ence that will long be remembered by 
the taxpayers. This was the trial of 
a single case that cost the county $20,- 
000, and this sum represents two-thirds 
of the county’s annual income. 

The case was that of the county 
against J. F. Daggs, Calletano Ybarra, 
José Chavez, O. V. Ward and Green 
Howard, charged with the theft of 400 
head of sheep. There were four other 
cases listed against the same defend- 
ants, alleging the sequestration of other 
bands of sheep. Sheep. stealing, in- 
deed, according to all local sources of 
information, has been epidemic about 
Flagstaff. Nearly all the heaviersown- 
ers therefore banded themselves to- 
gether and the arrests made were at 
their instigation, and the defendant 
Daggs might himself be classed among 
the heavier owners. The sheep stolen 
belonged to the Arizona Central Bank. 
_ Eleven lawyers lined up for the prose- 
cution, the defense having only one, 
Atty.-Genmi C. M. Frazier of Phoenix. 
On both sides the case was bitterly 
contested. The entire population took 
sides, the impending war with Spain 
taking second place in popular inter- 
esi. Forty witnesses were examined 


for the prosecution and sixty-three for 


the defense. An incident of the trial, 
and one that moved several of the jur- 
ors to tears, was the meeting between 
Dagegs and his wife in the courtroom. 
The wife had come from Phoenix, sum- 
moned by telegraph, and found her 
husband in the witness chair, the last 
witness for the defense. She rushed 
through the crowd, despite the efforts of 
the bailiffs to restrain her, and threw 
herself in her husband’s arms. Attor- 
ney Ellinwood, representing the Sheep- 
growers’ Association, asked that the 


. woman be taken away, asserting the 


scene to have been a bit of “precon- 
ceived buncombe.” The woman turned 
upon him with spirit, and with tears in 
her eyes asked if he were the one who 
should regulate the manner in which a 
wife should meet a husband who stood 
in imminent danger of loss of liberty. 

The case went to the jury on Friday 
night, after the attorneys had argued 
the case for several days, the Attorney- 
General cleverly meeting the attacks of 
the whole Flagstaff bar in opposition. 
Defendants Ward and Howard had 
previously been released on demurrers. 
On Sunday Judge Sloan became con- 
vinced that the jury would never agree 
if held till doomsday, and dismissed 
it. So the case is still on the docket. 
No decision has been arrived at by the 
Sheep-growers’. Association and the 
County Attorney as to the trial of the 
four other pending cases. 

The only other case of importance 
before the court was that of Frank Ha- 
len, charged with blowing out, with 
dynamite, a portion of the main line 
of the Santa Fé Pacific Railway near 
Williams. He was convicted and was 
given the maximum sentence, five years 
in the penitentiary. Judge Sloan from 
the bench expressed regret that the law 
had given him a limit so inadequate to 
the enormity of the offense.

Watrous had graduated with honors 
from an eastern university, and in the 
early days of Tombstone was one of 
the most prosperous of mining engi- 
neers. Liquor caused his. downfall. 
Two uncles of the deceased are bishops 
of the Episcopal Church, and his two 
sisters are wedded to clergymen, one to 
Bishop Graves of Omaha. 

Bellemont, on the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, near Flagstaff, is an_ iso- 
lated community. Trains go through 
without stopping, and the _ Belle- 
mont man abroad is shunned as 
was the leper of old. The reason is 
that smallpox has made its appearance 
in the town, there heing a half dozen 
cases of mild type. No new cases have 
been reported, and there is no fear 
that the disease will spread.

The Yuma Indians have suffered se- 
verely by the coming of the white man. 
Disease is yearly decimating the tribe 
until now comparatively few remain, 
where once there were thousands. The 
tribe is an offshoot of the Apache na- 
tion, and its warriors once were re- 
nowned for strength and its women for 
comeliness. Grippe has made great in- 
roads on the Yumas, and a form of the 
disease has killed fifteen adults within 
the past two weeks. The trouble ap- 
pears wholly confined to the throat, and 
a peculiarity of the ailment is that 
children seem to be immune from the 
disease. 

The Ohio Canal is a new waterway 
on which work was begun Monday by 
an incorporated company of the same 
name. The canal heads on the Colo- 


rado River, twenty miles below Ehren- 


burg, where a long slough materially 
aids construction. The canal will be 
twenty-two .miles in length and. will 
reclaim a valley of 30,000 acres, a por- 
tion of which, however, is liable to 
overflow at the flood seasons of the 
Colorado.

CLEARED OF CATTLE-THIEVES. 


A Rough Clearance of Cattle-thieves 
by a Deputy Sheriff. 

WINSLOW (Ariz.,) April 5.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] It is believed that the 
gane of cattle-thieves that has long 
infested the eastern bordér of Arizona 
has been effectually broken up by 
Deputy Sheriff Bargeman. This is the 


| officer who followed several of the 


thieves to their rendezvous on the 
Apache reservation. and engaged three 
of them, single-handed, in a rifle duel. 
He wounded and captured one of the 
three at that time. Later he arrested

but found them both actively at work 
in a corral filled with seventeen un- 
branded calves, that had been sepa- 
rated from other men’s cows. He ar- 
rested them at once. They confessed 
their guilt and implicated the elder 
Burke, who perforce now acknowl- 
edges his guilt. 

' Forty men are at work in the diver- 
sion dam in Jack’s Cafion.

AN INSANE COUPLE. 


HEADED FOR THE DESERT WITH 
THREE CHILDREN. 


Went Crazy on the Train and Left 
it at Mojave —Strange Stery 
Told by Trainmen—Belleved to 
Have Come from Stockton. 


On the south-bound train which 
reached this city at 1:30 yesterday aft- 
ernoon a story of two insane people in 
charge of three little children was 
brought by the trainmen. At Lathrop 
a man, woman and three small chil- 
dren boarded the train and secured 
seats in the first-class coach. To per- 
sons in their immediate surrounding 
the man and woman stated they were 
from Stockton and on their way to 
Orange, Where they lived. 

Shortly after the train left Lathrop 
the woman became violently insane. 
Her children seemed afraid of her ana 
fled to the other passengers ‘in the 
car. The husband apparently tried to 
soothe his wife, and was assisted by 
the passengers, although the children 
seemed too frightened to return to the 
care of their parents, and sought a 
place to sleep in any vacant seat, or 
with .any aqacommodating passenger 
that offered them room. 

Nearing Mojave station yesterday 
morning both the man and woman be- 
gan to exhibit the most violent form of 
of insanity. They shouted and raved 
and their children ran from them for 
protection. The woman finally quieted 
down before the station was reached, 
and coaxed her children to her. 

By this time the man and woman and 
children had the coach to themselves. 
When Mojave was reached the couple 
grabbed their children in their arms 
and by the hands and left the train, al- 
though, as it is said, they were ticketed 
for Orange. The passengers were loth 
to let the little ones go with their par- 
ents, but were powerless to help mat- 
ters unless they submitted to hours 
of delay in bringing the matter before 
the Mojave court. As a result the train 
pulled out and the man and woman, 
each carrying a child and the former 
dragging one by ‘the hand, and in addi- 
tion carrying hand baggage, strode 
away toward the desert. 

It was impossible to get ,2y trace 
of the people last night. They ce be- 
lieved to have come from the Asylum 
for Insane at Stockton, one or both, 
and efforts are being made to trace 
them in order to rescue the children. 
From the accounts of passengers who 
were on the train, and who are now 
in this city, the man and woman were 
both insane. 


DERVISHES BOMBARDED. 


Anglo-Egyptiaus Rush Mahmoud’s 
Zariba Without Check, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CAIRO, April 8.—[By African Cable.] 
The Anglo-Egyptian forces under the 
Sirdar, Gen. Sir Herbert Kitchener, at- 
tacked the Dervish position at 7:45 this 
morning and_ rushed Mahmoud’s 
Zariba, the center of his fortification. 
without check. The attack was entirely 
successful and the Dervishes lost very 
heavily. 

The Anglo-Egyptian force, after a 
night march, arrived at dawn before 
the enemy’s camp. When the trenches 
of the Dervishes had been bombarded, 
the whole Anglo-Egyptian force made 
a brilliant rush for the Zariba and the 
trenches. The Dervishes stood their 
ground bravely and reserved their fire 
until the attacking force was quite 
close to them. Mahmoud, the Dervish 
general, was amohg the prisoners cap- 
tured.
